.*'1 have little doubt th a t m en now liston- 
ing to me will see the tim e when Canada 
will become an Integral p art of the United 
States. If this plan is carried out by the 
m ost adventureous politicians of colonial 
prefernce a tariff w ar will be inaugurated 
between G reat B ritain and the United 
States and these English politicians will 
seek to set Canada up as a great rival to 
us, an agricultural rival. Out of th a t w|ll 
arise conditions,, di.scussions and consid­ 
erations th a t will end in union of the two 
people.s.”

UNLOOKBD FOB ACnON 


Lincoln, Nov. 23.—Commi.ssioners of the 
N ebraska supremo court took unexpected 
action to day on the revenue bill pa.s-sed 
a t the last sesión of the legislature, and 
the law, which was attacked by insurance 
companies as unconstitutional, is prac­ 
tically upheld. An opinion completed last 
Saturday, but not released, declared the 
law’ invalid. 
Two commissioners changed th eir inlnds 
to day and a new ruling is the result. 
Foreign insurance companies 
attacked 
the law on the ground the state had no 
right to m ake exceptions in a.ssessment of 
Insurance companies favorable to home 
companies. If the supreme court does not 
uphold this ruling of its commissioners 
and declares the law unconstitutional the 
state will have a deficiency of $700,000. 


WOULD PREV EN T GAMBLING. 
Chicago, Nov. 23.—The “ ticker” ordin­ 
ance, b5' means of which M ayor H arrison 
hopes to prevent handbook ^ m b lln g in 
Chicago, w'as passed to night by the city 
council. The ordinance provides for licens­ 
ing of tickers a t $1 per y ear and the ap ­ 
plicant for license m ust file a bond of 
^,000 not to-violate city ordinM ces. The 
license will not be used to transm it racing 
news, betting odd.s or other inform ation 
Mr the purpose of m aking bets or w agers 
on horse races, or other inform 4tion for 
the piirpose of gambling. It is estim ated 
if the ordinance is strictly enforced 2,000 
tickers now used in Chicago saloons and 
ether places will become useless.

Federation o f Xabor End Thirt- 
eeiigDay Seision—D elegate 
Criticises Senate. 


Boston, Nov. 23.—A fter sessions which 
continued. through thirteen days the 23rd 
annual convention of the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor adjourned sine die. 
To night President Gompers said: “Thi.s 
convention unquestionably has been one 
of the most memorable and most signi­ 
ficant in the history of the whole labor 
movement.” 
W hat w as regarded as one of the most 
rem arkable incidents of the convention 
developed ju st before Its clo.se. 
It was 
furnished by Delegate Andrew Furuseth 
of San Francisco, who, in defending the 
legislative commltteee of the federation, 
arraigned the United States senate, which, 
he declared, continued “the most insidious 
enemies of labor.” He charged th a t there 
was a p arty in the senate th at is delib­ 
erately taking every right aw ay from the 
working people. 
He named several sen­ 
ators, who he said would bear watching. 
The principal business to day was a vote 
directing the United Brotherhood of Car­ 
penters and Joiners to place woodworkers 
in"^ planing mills and furniture factories 
under jurisdiction of the Amalgamated 
W oodworkers and refusal to g rant a char- 
a charter to the National Associsttion of 
Steam and H ot W 'aters Fitters. 


Boston, Nov. 23.—The first of numerous 
reductions In wag^p ^nn^ounced In the cot­ 
ton mills of southern New England and 
a t half a dozen points Outside qf th at ter­ 
ritory w'ent into effect in all btit one Fall 
River corporation to day and at a num ber 
of outside raill.s. 
Although about 32,000 
operatives had pay cut d|f|m on general 
strike occurred in any miil. To day’s cut 
averages 10 per cent and places the pay 
schedules on a'ba.sis w ith th ^ e i^ld pre­ 
vious to the. advan^rf of March, 19^.

FORCBD TO USE CLUBS IN 
FIG H T W ITH MOB

MANY SEEK STRUBE 


Nearly A ll R esidents of Havana 
Joined in the Search Snnday 
—Rev. Thornton Ur^e»« 
Control. 


Chicago, Nov. 23.—Fierce fighting, in 
which police used their clubs freely and 
twice their revolvers, m arked the opening 
of the State Street cable line by the Chi­ 
cago City, railw ay to day. As far as can 
b© ascertained nobody was seriously in­ 
jured, although there were m any broken 
heads am ong rioters who came in contact 
w ith clubs. 
If any m em ber of the mob 
w ere'lnjijred by bullets of police and non­ 
union men on cars they were carried pff 
by their friends before the fact became 
known to others. 
The hardest fighting 
took 
place 
a t 
Forty-first and S tate streets, where a mob 
hiding behind a fence stoned the cars, 
which were guarded by officers. 
Police 
were over the fenc*e a t once and fired 
several shots over the heads of the fleeing 
rioters. M any of the mob who were slow 
on foot w eré overtaken by 
police 
and 
soundly rapped with clubs. 
Few arrests 
wer emade, officers contenting themselves 
with scattering the crowd. 
Conductor J, P, P renter was in charge 
of the train which was attacked and when 
stones commenced to whiz past his head 
and sm ash windows of his car he prom pt­ 
ly drew a revolver and fired a t the crowd 
until the cartridges In his weapon were 
exhausted. The cars Were attacked a t the 
.same point on the return trip and a nunK 
ber of shots fired, the mob .scattering like 
a flock of chickens. 
All day long on State street the com­ 
pany was ham pered by work of the mob, 
which piled obstructions upon the tracks, 
drove pegs and spikes into the cable slot 
and cut trolley wires in many places. The 
A rcher avenue line was badly damaged 
early in the day and required several 
hours work by a strong force of repair 
men; wtM> w er hca\*ily guarded b^r police. 
No attem pt h a d ’been m ade to run cars 
on this line since commencement of the 
strike. 
While 
fighting 
was going on in the 
street the u.®ual conferences were In pro- 
gre.ss and propositions and counter propo­ 
sitions were pa.sslng back and forth. Late 
in the afternoon It was said bj' Mayor 
Harrison, President Mahon of the street 
car men and attorneys for both sides that 
an agreem ent had been reached, but little 
definite was k n o \^ concerning. Its nature. 
I«ate to night street car men and com­ 
pany officers m et in separate rooms in the 
A.shland 
block 
and 
conferences 
were 
again in full blast. It was predicted the 
strike would be declared off by to morrow 
morning, but nothing was g;^ven out from 
either meeting to m ake .<?uch assertion cer­ 
tain. 
At 1 o’clock Tuesday m orning It was 
learned positively arbitration of wages 
was agreed to, but the company insists it 
shall be on. the basis paid in other ciUes. 
The men desire arbitration on the Chi­ 
cago basi.s, saying otherwise they would 
suffer a reduction. 
On routing of cars nothing approaching 
agreem ent has been reached. 
On rein­ 
statem ent of employes who w'ent out on 
sym pathetic strikes both sides are firm 
and directly opposed, the men demanding 
and-company refusing it. 
th e question of the closéd shop is prac­ 
tically agreed on, understanding being 
there shall be no discrim ination by either 
the union or company for or against any 
men in or out of the union. 
A numbCT of m inor points were agreed 
on, but differences on routing of cars and 
relnstatenient of employes are so : wide 
there can be no settlem ent unless one side 
or th e other gives in. 
CONFERENCES W ER E FR U ITLESS 
A t conferences held to night betweene 
officials and board of directors of the 
company and representatives of strikers 
no settlem ent w as reached and it is un­ 
certain when the trouble will be adjusted. 
N either side would give, out any -Infoitn- 
atlon,. b u t It L» said < the late.st hitch is 
refusal of the companj’ to reinstate all 
union m en who w ent put on strike.

“ Lynch law is wrong,” he said. 
“It is 
not an attem pt to get justice, but revenge. 
T hat puts the l>*ncher in the sam e clas.s 
with the lynched. 
One takes life actu­ 
ated by passion of anger; the other is im­ 
pelled by the pa.ssion of revenge. 
‘Ven­ 
geance is mine, 
I will repay,’ saith the 
Lord. 
“The old Jew ish law pertaining to tak ­ 
ing of life was strict. It m eant to punish 
the w anton taking of 
life,” 
said the 
preacher. “The man who in his automo­ 
bile kills a hum an being í>y reckless driv­ 
ing is as m uch a m urderer a s the: man 
who kills in th e heat of -anger. The au- 
tomobillst should be made to pay the pen­ 
alty of the law like any other niurtlerer.” 
Sheriff B ic k e r declares h e will protect 
Strube a t all costs. Nine years ago, when 
he was deputy sheriff, his brother, George 
:prooker. whot hen held the position of 
sheriff, was killed by John Fuller,' an es­ 
caped inm ate of the ln.sane asylum. Citi­ 
zens attem pted to take Fuller from the 
deputy. H e placed him self In front of h is 
pri^ner» and, pointing his revolver a t th e 
crowd, said:

REPRESSIO>r IX THE SOUTH. 
'rhe £atce^ rcsigxmtioxi of John 
Spenefir Bassett, professdr of English 
at Trinity college, Durham,^ IS. 0., 
illustrates a very serious difficulty 
whieli men of independence and in- 
tclliirence eiicountor in many of the 
southern, states. In a recent issue of 
a magazine Prof^sor^ Bassett 
said 
that the way to solve the negro prob­ 
lem was to treat the negro fairly, and 
he also declared that Booker Wash­ 
ington was the greatest man produced 
by the south in the past lumdred 
years, except Kobert J5. T^ee. 
. A «torm of denunciation greeted 
Professor Bassett just as soon as his 
article appeared. 
It is said that an 
avalanche of iKitition.s for his removal 
were sent to the officers of the col­ 
lege by the parents of the pupils and 
by otliers. Xewspapers throughout 
tlie south took the matter up find told 
the college authorities that they 
would cither have to rid themselves 
of the offending teacher or lose their 
patronage. Pressure was brought to 
bear ujwii the schocJ which forced 
Bassett to hand in his resignation, 
which he has just done. One of the 
Charleston pa^wrs lold the professor 
that he was .seekingr. notoriety in or­ 
der to be able to gipt a better paying 
post in, ^sorae noi»th^i*n' school, and 
njehtipne^d sciveral southern educators 
wli^o" left; the" s<5utti under somewhat 
simil^r*'e6nditi^ns and were taken in 
not'theru colleges under larger sal­ 
aries. 
This southern intolerance rccalls 
the proscription which was practiced 
in the south during slavery 
days. 
I ’here is less cause for the repression 
now than there" wa.s then, for at that 
time the south was at w^ar with civil­ 
ization and felt that either it or civil­ 
ization would have to go under. Civ­ 
ilization triumphed and the south, 
years afterward, pretended to be; glad 
of this triumph; but recent eruptions 
in that quarter show -that there was 
some hypocrisy in that pret^ense of a 
hearty acceptance of the situation. 
The south is still: at war with the 
calendar, firith progress and the move­ 
ment of tile spherei?. St. Louis Ololxi 
Democrat.

FLOODS OF BILLS. 
A compilation prepared by Walter 
II. French, the fpe%*lerk ’6f/the fed­ 
eral house of representatives” shows 
an enormous increase ^ i n -1 Ke' number 
of biUs presented in'the^wo houses of 
<‘ongress in recent years. The record 
covers tw^enty-t>yo congresses. In the 
thirty-sixth congress 5C0 biljs were 
introduced in the senate;and l;i020 in 
the house: In the last congress 7,445 
were introduced in the senate and 17,- 
500 in the lioAise. 
The inci;ease has 
been progressive, since the fifty-third 
congress. 
The Washington" corres­ 
pondent of the BSstbn Transcript, in 
calling attention to the flood of desir­ 
ed legislation, says: 
“The introduc­ 
tion of bills in the house has been 
nmch facilitated by the present rules, 
which permit a member merely to de­ 
posit his bill in a box provided for the 
purpose, without taking up any of 
the time of the house. Formerly the 
procedure was the same as it is now 
in the senate, the roll being called in 
order of states,, and each member 
sending to the clerk’s desk the bills 
he wished to offer, which \vere read 
by title. W ith a membership of 385 
the popular body would find this a 
pretty tedious proceeding if it were 
followed to day.” The eorrespoident 
recalls that pre:inous to the e ^ lw t of 
Senator Money of Mississippi last 
week.

DECmBS FOR COUNCIL 


Judge Crcigfliton Decide» Inter­ 
esting Case From TIrigrinIa 
—Graots Injonction. 


Judffo Creighton has made public 
his oi)inioir in the injunction suit in 
which Joseph Wilison and other al­ 
dermen of the city of Virginia are on 
the one side and Mayor Hinners on 
the other. 
The trouble existing be­ 
tween the chief executive of the city 
and the other officials i.s over the ap­ 
pointment of a city marshal, city su­ 
perintendent of streets and a peace 
officer. 
Shortly after his election to the of­ 
fice the mayor appointed men to iÛl 
these positions and the council in ses­ 
sion refused to confirm them. After 
each council meeting the mayor 
would reappoint them. 
The matter 
could not be settled to the satisfac­ 
tion of either party, and the case waa 
taken,to Sangamon county in order 
that Judge Creighton might try the 
questions involved. 


In his decision Judge Creighton de­ 
cides in favor of the council and holds 
that the different officers appointed 
by |:he mayor are holding office with­ 
out authority, and a i>erpetual in­ 
junction is granted in accordance to 
the prayer of the petitioners. 
JUDGE CREIGHTON’S lUJLlNG. 
The case i<? before me upon a stip­ 
ulation as follows: 
“Whereas, there now exists a con- 
trov’ersy in the city council in regard 
to the apiwintment of city marshal, 
city superintendent of streets and a 
peace officiir, and a portion of said 
council is arrayed against 
the re­ 
mainder, which creales an uncertain 
and chaotic condition in the affairs 
of said city, which is greatly detri­ 
mental to the best interests of the 
inhabitants, therefore, it is hereby 
stipulated by and on behalf of one 
portion of said city council, consist­ 
ing of A. E. Hinnei^s, mayor, and R. 
IT. Mann and Frank Collins, alder­ 
men, and another portion, compo.sed 
of E. D. C. Woodward, John Tate 
and Benjamin Simmons, aldermen, 
that all matters in controversy be­ 
tween said factions of said city coun­ 
cil shall bo .submitted to the circuit 
court of Cass county, state of Illi­ 
nois, for adjustification by such pro­ 
ceedings as shall be deemed advise- 
able by A. A. Leeper, attorney repre- 
.«ienting one of said factionsf," and R. 
W. Mills, attorney, representing the 
other of said factions; that in said 
proceedings all of the members of the 
city councn, all persons claiming to 
hdld the office of - city marshal, city 
superintendent of streets and peace 
officer, as well as the said city, shall 
be made parties and their apipearanco 
entered; that all questions of juri.s- 
diction and as to multifarious plead­ 
ings shall be waived so as to secure in 
one proceeding a decision on all the 
points in controversy; that all ques­ 
tions pertaining to the offices of city 
marshal, 
city 
sujx>rin tendent 
of 
streets and peace ofFicer and to the 
persons claiming to hold the same 
are to be determined in said suit, and 
any relief or decree that would be 
proper upon a cross bill may be 
granted and decreed on the answer 
of any person or persons parties- to 
said suit. And the court shall declare 
which of said officers, if any, legally 
exist under the charter and ordin­ 
ance of .said city, and declare who, if 
anj^one, how legally holds the sanie. 
“A i>eri>etual injunction to issue 
against the payment by the city of 
any salary or compensation to any 
person assuming to discharge the du­ 
ties of city marshal, city superin­ 
tendent of streets or peace officer, if 
the court shall hold that .such person 
has not legal title to said office which 
would be sufficient for him to justify 
under a quo warranto proceeding and 
a judgment of ouster to be entered 
against any person found to' be un­ 
lawfully holding* any of said eontro- 
yersed. offices, and a mandamus to 
is.sue against any of said parties to 
said siiit who shall be, by the order 
of the court, required to do or per­ 
form any specific official act.

A novel method for insuring the 
freshness of eggs has been adopted by 
a dairymen’s association in the vicinity 
of the city of kehl, O rmany.

agents of this association go among the 
farmei*s each day and purchase eggs, 
the farm er guaranteeing th at these 
have been laid within the previous 
twenty-four hotirs. 
In consequence of 
this guarantee the a s ^ la tio n pays the 
farm er 3 pfennigs, or about half a cent, 
above th e regular market prl(» for 
each egg. The association then makes 
a record of each purcliase by giving 
the farm er a registered number and 
numbering each egg in a corresponding 
manner. When a consumer chances to 
find a stale egg he returns it to the 
denier, who in turn charges it to the 
association^ which reports the m atter to 
the farmer. The method is a protection 
to all parties concerned a tó ife said to 
meet with much succe^.. The ^ g s are 
■ delivered'to the dealer in ease« con­ 
taining five dozen each. 
This unique 
method will doubtless intei*cst many of 
our readers, although we doubt if any 
assQcfiation would adopt the mejthiQ^ 
this countrj'.—Connectlctit Farmer.

Washington, Nov. 23.—Secretary WiLson | 
to day. approved and proclafmed official 
the food standards that have just been 
foi^iili^ted hy the United States food 
standard commission and the executive 
committee of the national a<csociation of 
pure food commissions. The committee 
of the latter which met here to day has 
recommended to the different state food 
departments that these standard.s be 
adopted for use in the several state.s. The 
latter in its recommendation says the 
general adoption of the standards will 
unify the food conlrol work of the states. 
The standards announced consist of de- 
finlilohs and chemical Hmit.s arid embrace 
meat and its protlucts, milk and its prod­ 
ucts, sugar an<l related substance.s, .spices 
and cocoa and cocoa products. No chem­ 
ical limits are named for the meat prod- 
uct.s the standard being fixed by defini­ 
tion only, which give.s this description: 
“Sound dre.s.sed and properly prepared 
edible parts of animals in good health at 
time of slaughter.” This i.s the mo.-?t sig­ 
nificant part of the meat definition. 
The .standard of milk is fixed at not less 
than 12 per cent of total solids, not less 
than S*,i: per cent of solids and not less 
than 3*4 per cent of butter fat. The 
.Standard of butter as fixed contains not 
less than 82*æ per cent of butter fat. For 
chec.se a full cream minimum of 50 butter 
fat in the i^'ater. free substance is pre- 
.scrlbed. Ice cream to be standard mu.st 
have a minimum of 6 per cent butter fat.

SUBVETOBS HERE 


Rock Island Men W orking In 
This Y iein i^ 
Temporary 
Office in Ayers* Block. 


11. C. Young, chief engineer, and 
his staff of twelve assistant engin­ 
eers, who are engaged in* running a 
survey from Burlington, low^a, to St. 
Louis, Mo., for the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific railroad company, 
arrived in the city Sunday and arc 
located at the Diinlap house. 
Temporary office room was engag­ 
ed in the Aydi*s National bank build­ 
ing Monday and Nat Tunnicliffe, Mr. 
Young’s assistant, \vill be in charge 
for the brief period that the engin­ 
eers are working in this territory. 
Mr. Young drove through the ter­ 
ritory from Burlington to St. Louis 
in June and the survey was‘commenc­ 
ed in July. Crossing the Mississippi 
river at Burlington, the line is run 
east a short distance, angling toward 
the south. After passing through a 
marshy territory for several miles, 
the line i.s projected south through 
McDonouglr count.y to Macomb. Pass­ 
ing through Macomb the line runs out, 
of McDonough county into Schuyler 
to Rushville, and from Rushville in a 
southeasterly direction to Beardstown 
in Cass coimty. 
The country traveresed thus far is 
remarkably good territory. Ordy two 
railroads are crossed and the distance 
is seventv-three miles. In Hender­ 
son county the proposed line crosses 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
line and in McDonough county the 
Toledo, Peoria & Western is crossed. 
At Macomb the new line runs nnder 
the C., B. »fc Q. so;ne thirty feet. 
From Burlington to Beardstown 
the line has been located, as engin­ 
eers term it. That is, if the line is 
built it will follow with little, if any, 
deviation the line as just surveyed. 
From Beardstown to St. Louis there 
is less certainty in regard to the 
matter. 
The Illinois-river will be crofssed 
at Beardstown and the 
line runs 
south to Arenzville,, where the cross­ 
ing with the C., B. & Q. ,will be made. 
The engineers are now just north of 
the county house and struck the Jack­ 
sonville & Concord road yesterday 
and will run parallel with this road 
for a shôrt distance. 
The prissent 
difficulty confronting the surveyors 
is the location of an advantageous 
crossing of Mauvaisterre creek. It 
has not been determined at wliat 
point or from wTiat immediate'direc­ 
tion the line will enter the city. The 
engineers will probably reach the 
city, however, in three of four days; 
but as the number of railroad cross­ 
ings in this vicinity is a knotty prob­ 
lem considerable time and care will 
be spent in determming tlie best line 
to project. The lines that will have 
to be crossed in this county will be 
the C., P. & St. L. and Wabasli, if 
entrance to the city is made by the 
north and east; but as this is un­ 
likely, owing to the topography north, 
or the Jacksonville & Concord, Wa­ 
bash and Chicago & Alton roads. 
The prospect is not a pleasing one in 
either direction from the standpoint 
of an engineer, but it wdll doubtless 
be solved with a view to securing the 
best possible grade, as this is the 
great desideratum^of a,ll railroads. 
The line is being projecteid, not 
necessarily with a view to the coal 
fields in the southern part of the 
state, although the Hock Island s.ys- 
tem has an option on lands in ^this 
locality; but as a general passenger 
and freight traffic line with* refer­ 
ence to securing a first class St. Louis 
connection for lines that run through­ 
out the northwest and that are either 
a part of or are tributary to. the 
Rock Island. 
Strangè as it may see, the terri­ 
tory covered between Burlin^^on and 
Rushville is in need of railroad îa- 
cilities of the’character proposéd and 
outside of SLTxy connection pui^joses a 
road ought; to -find the runmhg oï 
trains a profita^é investment.^ » 
e .

Canvassiiig for Bight of Way Be­ 
gun in This and Sangamon 
Conntieg—J. w . Buell Talks of 
the Bntdrprise. 


J. W. Buell, of St. Louis, represent­ 
ing the proposed Springfield & Jack­ 
sonville electric railroad, accompani­ 
ed by Judge C. W. Fisser, of St. 
Louis, a prominent corporation at­ 
torney, spent Monday in the city. 
They drove over the proposed right 
of way from Springfield to this city, 
arriving here about 11 o’clock in the 
morning. After an extended con­ 
ference w^ith Messrs. John A. Ayers, 
E. S. Greenleaf and Judge E. P. Kir­ 
by, Mr. Buell returned to St. Louis 
and Mr. Fisser drove back to Spring­ 
field. Mr. Fisser is the financial re­ 
presentative of the St. Louis capital­ 
ists, who exiKict to build the road, and 
his re^rt will have considerable 
weight in governing their plans. 
The estimated cost of building, as 
given by the engineers who made the 
survey, is about $600,000, and this 
amount is a little in excess of the 
supjwsed cost before a survey was 
made. In all four surveys have been 
made and agents in both this and 
Sangamon coimties are engaged in 
securing this right of way from prop­ 
erty owners. In this county James 
M. Dunlap is acting in this capacity 
and in S^^^amon county James H. 
Maxey is the agent of the corpora­ 
tion. 
Mr. Buell was interviewd at the Pa­ 
cific hotel and while he would not 
state positively that the road would 
be built, he admitted indications all 
pointed strongly in that direction and 
that unless there was oppostion on 
the part of property owners in re­ 
gard to granting the right of way the 
construction of the road was . only a 
question of a short time. He stated 
that an electric railroad depending 
upon local traffic could not afford to 
antagonize property holders by means 
o f, condemnation suits, and unless 
the proposition met with the approval 
of the land owners themselves coer­ 
cion would not be attempted. 
He 
stated this plan was adhered to in 
most all places where interurban Tines 
had been projected heretofore, and 
that it would be strictly adhered to 
in this particular instance. 
Mr. - Buell also stated that the 
Springfield terminus 
of the road 
would be at Grand avenue, connect­ 
ing with the local lines, and that the 
terms for such connection had prac­ 
tically been agreed upon. The plan 
is to enter this city by Independence 
avenue and North Main street. 
The coriKjration is asking for an 
average right of way of fifty feet, in 
some places, however, where fills will 
have to be made, they will ask for 
more. They have already secured ex­ 
tensive grants in Sangamon county 
and in this county they' have Eeen 
granted the right of way througli the 
Orear land, two miles and half, and 
through the Tyndall property, one 
mile and a half. 
This is nearly a 
quarter of the distance in this coun­ 
ty and as the benefit from such a 
road will be greater for the small 
land owner than the large, it certain­ 
ly looks as though a splendid start 
has been made in the all impc(rtant 
part of the work.

both termini and 
property owners in between will await 
with interest future developments.
